Sunday, April 26"! b, I spent 
most of tbe day in readiug. Some 
time in the afternoon, wife and 
I walked over to the Wesley 
Chapel cemetery. Here lie the 
earthly remaiiu of ijuite a num- 
ber of our neighbors and friends, 
including the Hunt family, who 
may be regarded as the founders 
ot the Methodist church at this 
place, whose Chapel stands 
within the enclosure. A little to 
the left of tbe Hunt family, lie 
the remains of our beloved Bro , 
Christian Snyder, father of 
brethren John S. and Harry, 
and sisters Benshoff, Ford, aud 
Ream. And although years 
have passed away *inee we fob 
lowed him to the grave, still the 
old sister, his wife, is with us 
to help battle for the Lord; 
weak in body, but strong in 
spirit. And just a little farther 
down is where we buried our 
young brother, Wm, A. Snyder, 
last fall, whose affliction in life 
was severe, indeed, but all is well 
now. Many times did we kneel 
with them in prayer while in 
their affliction, but they, too, 
have passed away. From here 
we returned home. Some time 
later in tbe evening I walked 
out to what is now called the 
Angus graveyard, about one 
mile from our bouse, and, upon 
entering the silent city, muuy 
tbougbts passed through my 
mind : I thought of many that I 
had seen lowered into the cold 
grave, in this place. I also 
thought ot some of the funeral 
sernioi s tbiil I had heard our old 
brethren preach in the little 
achor.l house near by. Most of 
those old brethren have passed 
away and the little school bouse 
is gone. While meditating I 
walked down the aisle until I 
came to the dim mark of my 
old father's grave, who died sev- 
eral years ago. I baited tor a few 
minutes, thence down the aisle 
to a little grass covered mound. 
There, said I, lies .mr own little 
daughter ; and although sixteen 
years have passed away since we 


laid her there, still well do I 
remember the time. And while 
remaining here in the midst of 
the city of the dead, I said, hero 
lies father, mother, step- mother, 
brothers, sisters, and our own 
little daughter in thia cold 
ground ; all have passed away, 
but I hope to meet them in he«v- 
en, A little farther on, mid 
there lie, side by side, father « id 
son ; and on the grave of the sun 
lies the tag of this nation, upon 
which no man dares to trim >k>.
